WASHINGTON, — The House of 


Representatives yesterday approved 
an authorization providing Israel 


with §250m. in grant ‘economic as-, 


sistance and §100m. in grant mili- 
tary aid during the current fiscal 
year. . 

The Administration had previous- 
ly requested in its forelgn aid mes- 
sage to Congress $50m. in grant 
economic assistance to Israel! and no 
grant military aid, rather than 
$800m. in military loans, The House 


- Committee is now expected to au- 


thorize for Israel $200m. in military 
loans. ~ 

The amendment to increase the 
grant economic aid was co-sponsored 
by Representatives John Buchanan 
of Alabama and Dante Fascell of 
Florida. It passed by a vote of 24 
te four. 

The amendment to supply Ysrael 
with $100m. in military grants was 
sponsored by Rep. Charles Wilson 
of Texas — and later supported by 
Edward Derwinski of Diinols — and 


_ was approved by 26 to one. 


The committee also passed an 
amendment earmarking $250m. in 
Brant economic assistance to Egypt, 
after a proposal to cut that aid to 
$150m. was defeated. The Adminis- 
tration bad requested $250m. 

These votes came yesterday dur- 
ing the “mark up” period when the 
House Committee must review the 
Administration's foreign aid requests. 
On Wednesday, the committee ap- 
proved $40m. to help resettle Soviet 
Jews in Israel. 

SENATE PROCEDURE 

The “mark up” period is followed 
by similar procedures in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, which 
has the opportunity to make 
before the bill is submitted to the 
President for his signature to become 
law. 

The bill also provides for $207m. 
in military and economic aid to Jor- 
dan, and $100m, which could go to 
Syria.

A scheme to resettle the Beduin 
families evacuated from the Rafah 
Approaches and to establish six new 
settlements in the area was discios- 
ed yesterday. 

An area of 1,800 dunams of lend 
between the Approaches and Kib- 
tInttz Kerem Shaiom bas been set 
aside for the first stage of the Be- 
duin resettlement programme. It 
will embrace 360 families, half of 
those that were evacuated from 
the Approaches. Hach family unit will 
recelve five dunams, three of which 
will be irrigated for cultivation of 
vegetables, Average income expect- 
ed from these parcels is estimated 
at IL7,000 yearly. This is designed 
to serve as a hefty supplement to 
the other earnings of the Beduin 
families from construction work 
and other jobs in Israel.

Egypt ‘working paper for Geneva; 
Gamasy sees further Israel pullback

Egypt has prepared a Middle 
Bast “working paper" for an early 
reconvening of the Geneva talks 
and the formation of two Israel- 
Arab committees, one military and 
the other political, according to 
forelgn diplomatic reports. 

The Egyptians plan to deliver 
the paper to U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. when Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
pays a visit to Washington to- 
gether with Jordan’s King Hussein 
on August 10. 

The, Egyptian “working paper" 
envisages the political committee 
dealing with the overall Israel-Arab 
conflict including the Palestinian 
issue — with Palsetinian repres- 
entatives being called to Geneva. 
The military committee will tackle 
Jordan's current demand for a dis- 
engagement with Israel, and sub- 
sequently, Egyptian and Syrian 
claims for further adjustments in 
the present cease-fire lines. 

The reactivation of the Geneva 
talks, especially that of the mili- 
tary ‘committee, was reportedly 
being pressed by Egyptian generals 
who seek a further Israeli pultback 
from Sinai at an early date. 

The generals were said to include 
the Chief of Staff, Lt-Gen. Moham- 
med Abduil-Ghani Gamasy, who was 
qucted as saying in a diplomat: 
meeting this week that he would not 
have signed the disengagement agree- 
ment had Israel not promised to 
withdraw from present lines before 
the end of this year. 

Gamasy claimed that Israel's 
chief negotiator in the disengage- 
ment talks, Aluf Aharon Yariv, now 
Minister of Information, had told

CUSTOMS 
CHANGES 
ANNOUNCED - 


The customs duties on imported 
clothespegs and plywood is going up 
to protect the local industries, the 
State Revenue Administration an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The import duty on clothespegs has 
been raised from 32.5 to 45 per cent, 
to encourage sales of the ones made 
locally, in Kiryat Shmona, The duty 
on plywood is going up September 1 
from 10 to 20 per cent (but no less 
than IL180 per cubic metre). The 
Treasury says the reason for this 
ig “the general decline of plywood 
prices on the world market, which 
has caused difficulties for local man- 


his ufacturers.” 


Other changes announced yester- 
Ly: 


@ ‘The customs charge on (dried) 
fish flakes has been abolished (it 
was 40 agorot per kilo on certain 
types of fish). 

Φ The customs duty has also 
been abolished on “garbage grinders 
weighing at least one ton” (pre- 
sumably for use only by the ‘rubbish- 
collecting services of the iocal au- 
thorities). 

Φ The duty on imported instant 
coffee bas been reduced from IL12 
plus 10 per cent per kilo to IL4 
plus 10 per cent — as part of the 
campaign to expose the local in- 
dustry gradually to competition from 
foreign brands. 

e@ The reduced customs and pur- 
chase tax on large diesel trucks will 
remain in effect for an additional 
month. ; 

@ The purchase tax on iron rods 
(for construction) has been reduced 
from 20 to 15 per cent; and the price 
of locally produced rods has been 
raised officially from 11,180 to ILA30 
per ton, to make it the same price 
as imported iron.
